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(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To 
provide commercials with a number 
which exceeds the number of program 
main parts which are inserted between 
the program main parts, without having 
to necessarily increase the number of 
the program main parts. 
SOLUTION: The system 10 provides 
program main parts and commercials 
inserted between them to information 
reception terminals via a computer 
network 30 on request from the 
information reception terminals 20A, 
20B, etc. A 1st storage section 100 
stores the program main parts and a 
2nd storage section 1 1 0 stores 
commercials. The program main parts 
and the commercials are selected 

alternately under the control of 1st and 2nd page control sections 120, 130 
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and provided via a program providing section 140. The 2nd page control 
section 130 selects a commercial, to be provided next among the 
commercials stored in the 2nd storage section on the basis of an output from 
a counter 1 50 that counts number of the provided commercials in timing of 
the end of the program main parts.

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CLAIMS 
[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] In the approach of offering commercials according to the demand 
from two or more information accepting stations between program book 
editing with which said two or more information accepting stations are 
provided through a computer network, respectively The process which is made 
to become independent of two or more program book editing, and prepares 
two or more commercials, The commercial offer approach characterized by 
having the process which chooses at least one commercials from said two or 
more commercials whenever it provides either of said two or more information 
accepting stations with at least 1 ** edited by said two or more program 
books. 

[Claim 2] The commercial offer approach characterized by completing 1 cycle

because make sequential selection and offer of all the planned commercials 
ends other commercials which are different from the commercials chosen last 
time at said commercial selection process in claim 1 , and repeating the 1 
following cycle successively after that 

[Claim 3] In the approach of offering commercials according to the demand 
from two or more information accepting stations between program book 
editing with which said two or more information accepting stations are 
provided through a computer network, respectively The process which is made 
to become independent of two or more program book editing, and prepares 
two or more commercials, The commercial offer approach characterized by 
having the process which counts the number of the commercials offered, and 
the process which chooses the commercials with which a degree should be 
provided from said two or more commercials based on the counted value in 
said count process. 

[Claim 4] The commercial offer approach characterized by resetting said 
counted value, and repeating and carrying out the 1 following cycle if 1 cycle 
provided with all the planned commercials in claim 3 is completed. 



[Claim 5] Said two or more commercials are the commercial offer approaches 

which the offer sequence in 1 cycle is beforehand defined in claim 3, and are 

characterized by choosing the commercials which should be offered out of 

said two or more commercials according to said offer sequence at the 

selection process of said commercials based on said counted value. 

[Claim 6] The commercial offer approach characterized by having further the 

process which outputs the total of each count of offer of two or more of said 

commercials at counting said number of cycles in claims 2, 4, or 5. 

[Claim 7] It is the commercial offer approach characterized by being set up so 

that multiple-times offer of at least one of said two or more of the 

commercials may be made into 1 cycle in claims 2 or 4. 

[Claim 8] It is the commercial offer approach characterized by being set up so 

that at least one of said two or more of the commercials may be offered once 

into two or more cycles in claims 2 or 4. 

[Claim 9] The commercial offer approach which the offer frequency 
information that the frequency where each of two or more of said 
commercials is offered in a predetermined cycle is defined in claims 7 or 8 is 
prepared, and is characterized by determining the count offered into said 1 
cycle based on said offer frequency information at the selection process of 
said commercials. 

[Claim 10] The commercial offer approach characterized by having further the 
process which outputs the total of each count of offer of two or more of said 
commercials in claim 9 based on the counted value and said offer frequency 
information on said number of cycles. 

[Claim 1 1] The commercial offer approach characterized by having further the 
process which adds new commercials to M (M>=1) cycle eye at said two or 
more commercials, and the process which corrects said new offer total of 
commercials offered by N (N>M) cycle eye based on the value of N and M in 
claims 6 or 10. 

[Claim 1 2] In the approach of offering the commercials inserted in said two or 
more information accepting stations program book editing and between them 
through a computer network according to the demand from two or more 
information accepting stations The process which two or more program book 
editing and two or more commercials are made to become independent, and is 
prepared, The process which provides said two or more addressee terminals 
with at least 1 ** edited by said two or more program books, and at least one 
of said two or more of the commercials by turns, respectively, The program 
offer approach characterized by having the process which chooses at least 
one commercials with which a degree should be provided from said two or 
more commercials whenever this editing is offered. 

[Claim 1 3] In the approach of offering the commercials inserted in said two or 
more information accepting stations program book editing and between them 



through a computer network according to the demand from two or more 
information accepting stations The process which two or more program book 
editing and two or more commercials are made to become independent, and is 
prepared, The process which provides said two or more information accepting 
stations with at least 1 ** edited by said two or more program books, and at 
least one of said two or more of the commercials by turns, respectively, The 
process which counts the number of the commercials with which either of said 
two or more addressee terminals is provided, The program offer approach 
characterized by having the process which chooses at least one commercials 
with which a degree should be provided from said two or more commercials 
based on the counted value in said count process. 
[Claim 14] In the equipment which offers commercials according to the 
demand from two or more information accepting stations between program 
book editing with which said two or more information accepting stations are 
provided through a computer network, respectively A storage means to make 
it become independent of two or more program book editing, and to memorize 
two or more commercials, The commercial offer means which makes 
sequential offer of at least one commercials chosen from said two or more 
commercials, Commercial offer equipment characterized by having a count 
means to count the number of the commercials offered, and a selection 
means to choose the commercials with which a degree should be provided 
from said two or more commercials based on the counted value in said count 
process. 

[Claim 1 5] In the equipment which offers the commercials inserted program 
book editing and between thiem to said two or more information accepting 
stations through a computer network according to the demand from two or 
more information accepting stations The 2nd storage means which the 1st 
storage means and said two or more program book editing which memorizes 
two or more program book editing are made to become independent, and 
memorizes two or more commercials, A program offer means to offer at least 
1 ** edited by said two or more program books, and at least one of said two 
or more of the commercials by turns, The 1st selection means which chooses 
said at least one program book editing from the volumes on said two or more 
program books memorized by said 1 st storage means, It is based on a count 
means to count the number of the commercials offered, and the counted 
value in said count process.

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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 

[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the program offer approach and its 
equipment at the method of offering commercials in for example, the Internet radio, a TV 
with Internet functions, etc. and its equipment, and a list. 
[0002] 

Background Art and Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] If the present Internet 
radio is mentioned as an example, as shown in drawing 9 , one file which consists of 
volumes on program book and CMs (commercials) will be made, multi-file preparation of it 
will be carried out, and the radio program will be sponsored through the Internet according 
to the demand from an information accepting station. 

[0003] Therefore, when the customer who wants to offer CM newly arose, the volume on 
program book newly had to be made and one new file which consists of the volume on 
program book and CM had to be made. 

[0004] By such approach, in order to have gained CM provider as a customer, it will be 
forced the new work edited by the program book, and there was a problem that cost 
increased as a result. 

[0005] Then, the purpose of this invention is to provide with the program offer approach 
and its equipment the commercial offer approach that a number beyond the number of 
the volumes on program book of commercials can be inserted and offered between the 
volumes on program book, and its equipment list, without not necessarily increasing the 
number edited by the program book. 
[0006] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] In the approach of offering commercials between 
program book editing by which said two or more information accepting stations are 
provided with one mode of this invention through a computer network according to the 
demand from two or more information accepting stations, respectively The process which 
is made to become independent of two or more program book editing, and prepares two or 
more commercials, Whenever it provides either of said two or more information accepting 
stations with at least one edited by said two or more program books, it is characterized 
by having the process which chooses at least one commercials from said two or more 
commercials. 

[0007] If this invention is caused like 1 voice, a file is not made by the volume on program 
book, and commercials like before, but, as for the volume on. program book, commercials 
are prepared independently (storage). Therefore, a commercial number can be made to 



increase regardless of the number edited by the program book. Moreover, since the 
commercials which should be offered out of two or more commercials are chosen 
whenever either of two or more information accepting stations is provided with the 
volume on program book, the count of a switch of the commercials which should be 
offered increases. Consequently, it becomes possible to offer all commercials equally, for 
example. 

[0008] It is desirable for 1 cycle to be completed because make sequential selection and 
offer of all the planned commercials ends other commercials which are different from the 
commercials chosen last time at said commercial selection process, and to repeat the 1 
following cycle successively after that. 

[0009] It is because the count of a switch of the commercials which should be offered 
increases rather than it chooses the same commercials continuously. And 1 cycle can be 
completed by offer of all the planned commercials being completed, and the count of offer 
of each commercials can be increased by repeating the 1 following cycle successively 
after that. 

[0010] The commercial offer approach concerning other gestalten of this invention In the 
approach of offering commercials according to the demand from two or more information 
accepting stations between program book editing with which said two or more information 
accepting stations are provided through a computer network, respectively The process 
which is made to become independent of two or more program book editing, and prepares 
two or more commercials, It is characterized by having the process which counts the 
number of the commercials offered, and the process which chooses the commercials with 
which a degree should be provided from said two or more commercials based on the 
counted value in said count process. 

[001 1] According to other gestalten of this invention, whenever the commercials of 
above-mentioned this invention offered count 1 voice in addition to an operation and 
effectiveness, the commercials with which a degree is provided can be chosen. [ like ] 
[0012] In this case, if 1 cycle provided with all the planned commercials is completed, said 
counted value can be reset, and the 1 following cycle can be repeated and carried out. 
[0013] Said two or more commercials can define the offer sequence in 1 cycle 
beforehand. In this case, at the selection process of commercials, the commercials which 
should be offered out of two or more commercials according to said offer sequence are 
chosen based on said counted value. However, the sequence of the commercials offered 
not only this but within 1 cycle may be set up at random. 

[0014] At counting the number of cycles, it can have further the process which outputs 
the total of each count of offer of two or more commercials. 

[0015] If it carries out like this, the numeric value which guarantees the so-called page 
view to a commercial provider is automatically collectable. 
[001 6] At least one of two or more of the commercials can be set up so that 
multiple-times offer may be made into 1 cycle or it may be provided once into two or 
more cycles. By carrying out like this, the frequency where specific commercials are 
offered rather than other commercials is raised, and it becomes possible to advertise 
intensively for a short period of time. 

[001 7] In this case, it is good to prepare the offer frequency information that the 
frequency where each of two or more commercials is offered in a predetermined cycle is 
defined. It is because the count offered into 1 cycle based on the offer frequency 
information can be determined at the selection process of commercials if it does so. 
[0018] It is desirable to have further the process which furthermore outputs the total of 



each count of offer of two or more commercials in this case based on the counted value 
and offer frequency information on the number of cycles. It is because the numeric value 
which guarantees a page view to a commercial provider is automatically collectable based 
on the number of cycles, and offer frequency information. 

[0019] With one gestalt and other gestalten of this invention, it can have further the 
process which adds new commercials to M (M>=1) cycle eye at said two or more 
commercials, and the process which corrects said new offer total of commercials offered 
by N (N>M) cycle eye based on the value of N and M. It is because counting of the count 
of offer of the commercials added on the way can be carried out correctly. 
[0020] In the approach of offering the commercials by which the gestalt of further others 
of this invention is inserted program book editing and between them in said two or more 
information accepting stations through a computer network according to the demand from 
two or more information accepting stations The process which two or more program book 
editing and two or more commercials are made to become independent, and is prepared, 
The process which provides said two or more addressee terminals with at least 1 ** 
edited by said two or more program books, and at least one of said two or more of the 
commercials by turns, respectively, Whenever this editing is offered, it is characterized by 
having the process which chooses at least one commercials with which a degree should 
be provided from said two or more commercials. 

[0021] By the program offer approach concerning the gestalt of further others of this 
invention as well as one gestalt of this invention, it can carry out about the offer part of 
commercials. 

[0022] In the approach of offering the commercials by which the gestalt of further others 
of this invention is inserted program book editing and between them in said two or more 
information accepting stations through a computer network according to the demand from 
two or more information accepting stations The process which two or more program book 
editing and two or more commercials are made to become independent, and is prepared, 
The process which provides said two or more information accepting stations with at least 
1 ** edited by said two or more program books, and at least one of said two or more of 
the commercials by turns, respectively, It is characterized by having the process which 
counts the number of the commercials with which either of said two or more addressee 
terminals is provided, and the process which chooses at least one commercials with 
which a degree should be provided from said two or more commercials based on the 
counted value in said count process. 

[0023] By the program offer approach concerning the gestalt of further others of this 
invention mentioned above as well as other gestalten of this invention, it can carry out 
about the offer part of commercials. 

[0024] In the equipment which offers commercials between program book editing by which 
said two or more information accepting stations are provided with the gestalt of further 
others of this invention through a computer network according to the demand from two or 
more information accepting stations, respectively A storage means to make it become 
independent of two or more program book editing, and to memorize two or more 
commercials, The commercial offer means which makes sequential offer of at least one 
commercials chosen from said two or more commercials, It is characterized by having a 
count means to count the number of the commercials offered, and a selection means to 
choose the commercials with which a degree should be provided from said two or more 
commercials based on the counted value in said count process. 
[0025] The commercial offer approach which starts other gestalten of this invention 



mentioned above with this this invention equipment can be enforced suitably. 
[0026] In the equipment which offers the commercials in which the gestalt of further 
others of this invention is inserted program book editing and between them to said two or 
more information accepting stations through a computer network according to the 
demand from two or more information accepting stations The 2nd storage means which 
the 1 st storage means and said two or more program book editing which memorizes two 
or more program book editing are made to become independent, and memorizes two or 
more commercials, A program offer means to offer at least 1 ** edited by said two or 
more program books, and at least one of said two or more of the commercials by turns, 
The 1st selection means which chooses said at least one program book editing from the 
volumes on said two or more program books memorized by said 1 st storage means, It is 
based on a count means to count the number of the commercials offered, and the 
counted value in said count process. It is characterized by having the 2nd selection 
means which chooses said at least one commercials with which a degree should be 
provided from said two or more commercials memorized by said 2nd storage means. 
[0027] The program offer approach which starts the gestalt of further others of this 
invention mentioned above with this this invention equipment can be enforced suitably. 
[0028] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Hereafter, the gestalt of operation of this invention is 
explained with reference to a drawing. 

[0029] (Outline of a program offer system) Drawing 1 is the block diagram showing the 
whole program offer system concerning the gestalt of this operation. 
[0030] In drawing 1 , program offer equipment 10 is connected to much the computer 
networks 30, for example, the Internet, which can connect the information accepting 
stations 20 (20A, 20B, 20C, etc.), and a program information system is constituted. 
[0031] Program offer equipment 10 sponsors the program of the Internet radio through 
the Internet 30, and as shown in drawing 2 , it can choose now either of three kinds of 
radio programs 1-3 as the homepage 12. 

[0032] In addition, program offer equipment 10 may be what offers the image not only 
other than what not necessarily sponsors a radio program but voice, for example, a TV 
with Internet functions etc. 

[0033] On the other hand, as an information accepting station 20, when a computer 
network is the Internet, what is necessary is just the Internet terminal equipment 
connectable with this Internet. A game device connectable with the Internet besides 
being mobile computing devices, such as a personal computer and a portable telephone, 
an interactive television, etc., for example as this information accepting station 20, car 
navigation, etc. can be mentioned. In addition, when program offer equipment 10 is what 
offers the Internet radio as mentioned above, the information accepting station 20 has 
the regenerative function of a sound signal. 

[0034] In addition, the information accepting station 20 could be connected through a 
wire broadcasting network, the thing connected to the CATV circuit, wireless, or a 
satellite that what is necessary is just to connect with the transmission medium in which 
data communication is possible according to description of TCP/IP. 
[0035] (Explanation of program offer equipment) The functional block diagram of this 
program offer equipment 10 is shown in drawing 3 . As shown in this drawing, this program 
offer equipment 10 has the 1st storage section 100 which memorizes two or more 
program book editing, and the 2nd storage section 110 which memorizes two or more 
commercials. The 1st storage section 100 was matched with the programs 1, 2, and 3 



shown in drawing 2 , and has memorized two or more program book editing offered when 
the program is chosen. On the other hand, the 2nd storage section 110 has memorized 
two or more commercials inserted between program book editing offered. In addition, 
these program book editing and commercials are created using the scree PUTINGU 
environment for Web servers called ASP (active server PEIJIZU) of for example, 
Microsoft Corp. 

[0036] Moreover, this program offer equipment 10 can provide many information 
accepting stations 20 with a radio program within the limits of the set-up number of 
coincidence SUTOMINGU at coincidence. 

[0037] Here, the relation between the volume on program book and commercials is shown 
in drawing 4 . For example, it is accessed by the homepage shown in drawing 2 by 
information accepting-station 20A shown in drawing 1 , and it is assumed that either of 
the programs 1-3 of drawing 2 was clicked. At this time, from program offer equipment 10, 
as shown in drawing 4 , a radio program shall be sponsored in order of program book 
editing 1, 2, 3, and 4. This is attained by choosing from the 1st storage section 100 the 
page with which a degree is provided by the 1 st page control section 1 20 shown in 
drawing 3 using above-mentioned ASP. 

[0038] Moreover, with the gestalt of this operation, the commercials inserted between 
program book editing offered are made into a total of ten kinds of CM-A - CM-J. The 
commercials of either of not immobilization but ten kinds are chosen like the conventional 
technique in the commercials inserted between the volumes on program book. Therefore, 
the providers of commercials increase in number, and when newly adding commercial 
CM-K, CM-L, etc., even if it is, it is not necessary to add the volume on program book. 
[0039] As shown in drawing 4 , the commercials inserted between each program book 
editing are chosen by the 2nd page control section 1 30 connected to the 2nd storage 
section 110. The commercials from which this 2nd page control section 130 as well as the 
1st page control section 120 is chosen as a degree using ASP are specified. 
[0040] The Internet 30 is provided with program book editing and the commercials which 
are outputted through the 1st and 2nd page control section 120,130 through the program 
offer section 140. Between program book editing offered, as this program offer section 
140 inserts commercials, it offers program book editing and commercials. Moreover, the 
program offer section 1 40 carries out network distribution of the audio information for 
program book editing and the commercials which are outputted via the 1 st and 2nd page 
control section 120,130 using WMT (Windows media technology) of for example, Microsoft 
Corp., and is equipped with the tool groups (an encoder, decoder, etc.) for creating the 
contents of an audio. 

[0041] (An example of the offer approach of the volume on program book, and 
commercials) Other descriptions of the gestalt of this operation are having chosen the 
commercials with which a degrees is provided by the 2nd page control section 1 30, 
whenever the volume on program book is offered by the 1st page control section 120. 
[0042] In drawing 4 , the counter 1 50 counted up whenever offer edited by the program 
book is completed by the 1 st page control section 1 20 is formed. In addition, it is 
detectable in for example, log analysis etc. whether offer edited by the program book was 
completed by the 1 st page control section 1 20. With the gestalt of this operation here, 
when it is after the volume on program book is offered, the commercials following the 
offered program book editing shall already be chosen. Therefore, when a counter 1 50 
counts up, the following commercials following the volume on program book newly chosen 
by the 1 st page control section 1 20 will be chosen by the 2nd page control section 1 30. 



In addition, various timing, such as not only the timing of the back end edited by the 
program book but the start edge edited by the program book, the start edge of 
commercials, or the back end of commercials, could be used for the count-up timing of a 
counter 1 50, and it could count the number of the commercials offered in short, and 
selection of the commercials with which a degree is provided to the timing with which the 
volume on program book can moreover be continued and provided has just ended it. 
[0043] The relation of the volume on program book and cpmmercials which are chosen 
and offered by the 1st and 2nd page control section 120,130 explained above is explained 
with reference to drawing 5 . 

[0044] Drawing 5 shows the volume on program book and commercials with which each 
information accepting stations 20A, 20B, and 20C are provided, when either of the 
programs 1-3 of a homepage shown in drawing 2 with time difference with the information 
accepting stations 20A, 20B, and 20C is clicked. In addition, in the following explanation, 
the offer sequence of commercials should be defined beforehand and it shall be provided 
in order of commercial CM-A, CM-B, — CM-J. 1 cycle shall be completed because ten 
kinds of commercials take a round, and the 1 following cycle shall be repeated henceforth. 
Therefore, in this case, a counter 1 50 can be constituted from a decade counter, and if a 
decade counter is used, whenever it will count ten kinds of commercials, that output is 
reset automatically. In addition, it is desirable that the reset timing of a counter 1 50 
interlocks and is changed according to the addition of commercials, and counter ability is 
easily realizable if it is software. 

[0045] With the operation gestalt shown in drawing 5 , the relation between counted value 
and the commercials chosen becomes as in the following table 1 , and CM rotation shown 
in Table 1 in each cycle will be repeated. 
[0046] 
Table 1] 
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[0047] In drawing 5 f information accepting-station 20A clicked at time of day TO is first 
provided with one edited by the program book. Time of day T1 and the information 
accepting stations 20B and 20C clicked by T four, respectively are similarly provided with 
one edited by the program book. 

[0048] Here, after offer of one edited by the program book to information 
accepting-station 20A is completed at time of day T2, as shown in drawing 5 , the 
counted value of a counter 150 is set to "1." Then, the 2nd page control section 130 
specifies commercial CM-B with which a degree is provided, and commercial CM-B is 
offered following one edited by the program book in information accepting-station 20B. 
[0049] Furthermore, after offer of one edited by the program book to information 
accepting-station 20B is completed in time-of-day T3, as shown in drawing 5 , the 
counted value of a counter 150 is set to "2." Then, the 2nd page control section 130 
specifies commercial CM-C with which the 3rd is provided, and commercial CM-C is 
offered following one edited by the program book in information accepting-station 20C. 
[0050] Henceforth, whenever program book editing with which either of the information 
accepting stations 20A-20C was provided similarly is completed, a counter 1 50 counts up, 
and the commercials chosen by the 2nd page control section 1 50 are determined. And 1 
cycle will be completed by counted value being reset by 0, and sequential assignment of 



commercial CM-A-CM J will be carried out similarly [ a degree / 1 cycle ]. 
[0051] If it does in this way, even if it does not increase the number edited by the 
program book, many information accepting stations 20 can be provided with the 
commercials of other types. In view of the information accepting-station 20 side, listening 
of the commercials of varieties is attained and there is also an advantage that new 
information is acquirable from the commercials rather than the same commercials are 
repeated frequently. And new commercials can be added at any time regardless of the 
number edited by the program book, and the newly added commercials can also be 
immediately offered through the Internet 30. 

[0052] In addition, although Table 1 showed the example to which counted value and the 
classification of the commercials chosen correspond by 1 to 1, it is also possible to 
change the relation between counted value and the classification of commercials in each 
cycle, for example as the following table 2. 
[0053] 
[Table 2] 
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[0054] In addition, whenever it counts up, you may choose at random so that all 
commercial CM-A-CM-J may be offered within 1 cycle. 

[0055] Furthermore, the number of the commercials following the volume on program 
book may not necessarily be one, and they may be plural. For example, the volume on 
program book is followed, and in continuing and offering two commercials, Table 1 
becomes as in the following table 3. 
[0056] 
[Table 3] 
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[0057] Also in this case, it can change or the combination of two commercials with which 
the volume on program book is continued and provided can be combined at random so 
that it may differ for every cycle. These control can also be carried out using 
above-mentioned ASP. 

[0058] In addition, whenever it offers two or more program book editing, 1 or two or more 
commercials may be offered. 

[0059] (page view guarantee) Since it is detectable if that offer edited by the program 
book was completed carries out log analysis of program book editing offered as mentioned 
above, a counter 1 50 is not indispensable in above-mentioned control. For example, if the 
2nd page control section 130 enables it to recognize that program book editing offered by 
the 1st page control section 120 was completed based on the output from the log 
analysis section which carries out log analysis of the 1st page control section 120, the 
commercials with which a degree should be provided can be changed and chosen by the 
2nd page control section 1 30. However, the numeric value (count of a page view) for 
offering a commercial provider a page view guarantee is easily detectable from forming a 



counter 1 50. 

[0060] In order to detect the numeric value for this page view guarantee, the count 
detecting element 160 of CM offer is formed. This count detecting element 160 of CM 
offer detects all the counts of offer of commercial CM-A-CM-J based on the output of a 
counter 1 50. 

[0061] In an above-mentioned example, since commercial CM-A-CM-J is offered by a 
unit of 1 time in 1 cycle, the count detecting element 160 of CM offer serves as a count 
of offer with the count of a cycle common to commercial CM-A-CM-J that what is 
necessary is just to count the number of cycles based on the output of a counter 1 50. 
[0062] The count of detection in this count detector 1 60 of CM offer is periodically 
outputted through the output section 1 70 at the time of command input, and it can notify 
of the count of CM offer used as the foundation of a page view guarantee by reporting it 
to CM provider (an advertising agency or sponsor). This report can also be performed 
through the Internet 30. 

[0063] Moreover, when commercial CM-K is newly added, it is desirable to memorize the 
count M of a cycle at the time of the addition (M>=1) to the count detecting element 160 
of CM offer. If it carries out like this, it will become possible to correct the count of offer 
of commercial CM-K at the time of the count N of a cycle (N>M) to a time (N-M) etc. to 
the count of offer of other commercial CM-A-J set up from the beginning being M times. 
[0064] (Other examples of the commercial offer approach) In the example mentioned 
above, although ten kinds of commercial CM-A-CM^J was offered by a unit of 1 time in 1 
cycle, it can also set up to offer specific commercials intensively so that multiple-times 
offer of the specific commercials may be made into 1 cycle. 

[0065] The frequency offered in 1 cycle is expressed with a percentage as this example, 
and 1 time and 200% are set up like 2 times 100%. For example, only commercial CM-A 
and CM-B are offered twice in 1 cycle, and when providing only once in 1 cycle, as the 
following table 4, other commercial CM-C-CM-J adds offer frequency information, and 
can do it.

[0067] In this case, what is necessary is to choose commercials in order of 
CM-A->CM-B->CM-C->CM-D->CM-E->CM-A->CM-B->CM-F->CM-G->CM-H->CM-J, 
for example, and just to repeat this successively as 1 cycle, whenever the counter 1 50 
shown in drawing 3 counts up. 

[0068] In this case, above-mentioned offer frequency information is set as the 2nd page 
control section 1 30, and based on that offer frequency information, it should just choose 
commercials as the 2nd page control section 1 30 is a ****. 

[0069] The count detecting element 1 60 of CM offer furthermore shown in drawing 3 in 
this case will calculate the count of commercial offer in x (count of a cycle) (count of CM 
offer in 1 cycle). Therefore, commercial CM-A and the count of offer of CM-B become 
twice the count of offer of commercial CM-C-CM-J. 

[0070] When commercial CM-K is newly added also in this case, it is desirable to 
memorize the count M of a cycle at the time of that addition (M>=1) to the count 
detecting element 160 of CM offer. If it carries out like this, it will become possible to 



correct the count of offer of commercial CM-K at the time of the count N of a cycle 
(N>M) to (N-M)x (count of CM offer in 1 cycle) etc. to the count of offer of other 
commercial CM-A-J set up from the beginning being Mx (count of CM offer in 1 cycle) 
time. 

[0071] (Example of further others of the commercial offer approach) Information lower 
than 100% can also be set up as above-mentioned offer frequency information. For 
example, when offer frequency information is made into 50%, commercial offer is made 
only once at a two cycle, when it sets up to 33%, it is provided once for 3 cycles, and 
when set up to 25%, it becomes [ being provided once for a four cycle, etc. and ]. 
[0072] The example which added such information frequency information is shown in the 
following table 5.

[0076] (grouping of the commercials offered) If the commercials with which the 
information accepting station 20 is provided respond to the hobby of those who operate 
the terminal, and an idea, the more effective advertisement of them will be attained. Then, 
according to the hobby of those who operate the information accepting station 20, and an 
idea, only the commercials chosen from from while grouping was carried out beforehand 
can be offered. 

[0077] The hobby of those who operate the information accepting station 20, and an idea 
are collectable by using the software called Cookie. For this reason, a viewer is notified of 
data, such as a hobby, being under collection at the time of program offer of the Internet 
radio, and the hobby of those who operate the information accepting station 20, and data 
collection of an idea are carried out in the range which the problem of privacy does not 
produce. Based on this data, grouping of the plurality is carried out every information 
accepting station 20, and one of the commercial groups is specified. And the 2nd page 
control section 1 30 can choose the commercials which should be offered out of the 
specified commercial group. 

[0078] (Equation-whichHs-separable voice of commercial offer equipment and the offer 
equipment edited by the program book) Although the program offer equipment 10 with 
which commercial offer equipment and the offer equipment edited by the program book 
were incorporated was used for the operation gestalt shown in drawing 1 - drawing 5 , it 
can also separate and arrange these. 

[0079] Drawing 6 shows the program offer system which has the offer equipment 200 
edited by the program book by which link connection was carried out by the Internet 30, 
and commercial offer equipment 300. Both these program offer equipment 200 and 



commercial offer equipment 300 consist of Web servers. 

[0080] Drawing 7 is the functional block diagram of the offer equipment 200 edited by the 
program book, drawing 8 is the functional block diagram of commercial offer equipment 
300, a link connection part is omitted and only the block for the offer function of program 
book editing and commercials is shown by both drawings. 

[0081] In addition to the 1st storage section 100 and the 1st page control section 120 
which show the offer equipment 200 edited by the program book shown in drawing 7 to 
drawing 3 R> 3, the offer section 210 edited by the program book which provides the 
Internet with the volume on program book by the 1 st page control-section 1 20 course is 
formed. 

[0082] In addition to the 2nd storage section 1 1 0 shown in drawing 3 and the 2nd page 
control section 130, the count detecting element 160 of CM offer, and its output section 
170, the commercial offer equipment shown in drawing 8 has CM offer section 310 which 
provides the Internet 30 with commercials by the 2nd page control-section 1 30 course, 
and a counter 320. 

[0083] Unlike the case of drawing 3 , a counter 320 is counted up whenever offer of 
commercials is started by the 2nd page control section 130. Since the number of the 
commercials offered is countable with the count-up, the offer function of the commercial 
number of counts required for the count of CM offer in the count detecting element 1 60 
of CM offer among the functions of the counter 1 50 of drawing 3 can be achieved. In 
addition, it is one detectable in for example, log analysis etc. whether offer of commercials 
began by the 2nd page control section 130, and it can acquire the selection timing of the 
commercials with which a degree is provided, without depending on a counter 1 50. 
[0084] In addition, this invention is not limited to the operation gestalt mentioned above, 
and deformation implementation various by within the limits of the summary of this 
invention is possible for it.
